Thorn, February 8. 

HE Army of the Crown, which till now 
was divided into Factions, being United 
by the joynt Endeavours of the two 
not only thofe Gene- 
rals, but the whole Army, have entred 

into an Affociation for the Defence of the Catholick 
Religion, his Majefty’s Sacred Perfon, and the Secu- 
rity of the Republick. The King of Sweden is at 

refent at Sendomir ; and will not come to Warfaw 
till the Diet that is fommon’d by the Cardinal Pri- 
mate to meet there is ended. The Places vacant by 
the Death of the Heer Lezcinski, late Treafurer of 
the Crown, and General of Great Poland, are thus 
difpos'd of ; the Waywod of Marienburg is made 
Great Treafurer of the Crown ; the Crown Refe- 
rendarius Kezewsky has the Waywodfhip of Mari- 
enburg ; and the Waywod of Califh Radonicky is 
made General of Great Poland. 

From the Amfterdam Courant, dated Feb. 22. 

Breflau, Feb. 11. His Polith Majefty perceiving 
that all che Propefals of Peace made by the Imperial 
Minifter are Fruitlefs, and that the Cardinal Primate 
has fummon’d a Diét of the Senators, which is con- 
trary to the Laws, he having fio- Authority for fo 
doing, except when the Throne is vacant, his Ma- 
jefty has call’d another Diet to meer three Weeks 
after. He has likewife deferr’d his intended Journey, 
and drawn his Forces together about Thorn, to make 
a ftand againft the Swedes. The Body of Swedith 
Troops under General Steinbock, that endeavour’d 
to bring over the Nobility of Polifh Ruilia to their 
Party, having mifs’d of their Aim, are return’d out: 
of that Province, after having extorted Contributions ; 
and now the Swedith Soldiers. obferve worfe Difci- 
pline than formerly. 

Hamburg, Feb.16. Letters from Warfaw advife, 
That the Diet conven’d by the Cardinal Primate, is 
to meet on the 15th of this Month, that fome Per- 
fons have refus’d to receive the Circular Letters » 
iffued out by the King of Poland in oppofition to 
the Cardinai’s Summons. That the Swedes under 
the Generals Rheenfchild and Meydel with 12000 
Horfe ana 40 Pieces of Cannon are marching into 
Prudlia: That General Steinbock, in his return out 


of the Polith Ruffia towards Warfaw, has demanded - 


of the Waywodhhip of Lublin 50000 Rixdollars Con- 
tributions : That the Prince of Saxe Gotha with the. 
Swedith Generals Spons and Morner are arriv’d at 
Warfaw, and that the firft will go from thence to 
the King of Sweden. And thar a al roop of Wala- 
chians fent by the King of Poland Sut of Thorn, to 
look after the Swedes, was furpriz’d and taken by 
them at Klodawa, They write from Thorn, That 
the 4 Saxon Regiments which were fent into Lithu- 
ania, have joyn’d the Lithuanian Army near Grodno, 
and that they are to march together towards Augu- 
ftowa,to takePoft on the Borders of theDucal Pruffia. 
From the Amfterdam Courant, dated Feb, 24. 
Warfaw, Feb. 6. There a-e 6 Companies 
Swedes quarter’d in this City and the Caftle, to in- 
wence the Senatus Confilium that is to fic here on the 


15th inftant, to come to fome Refolutions in favour 
of his Swedith Majefty. 

Riga, Feb.8. The Mufcovites have quitted Was- 
Nerva, Augdowa, Pitzur, and Pleskow, and for 
want of Forrage and other Neceffaries, are retir’d 
into their own Country. "Tis reported that a con- 
tagious Diftemper is very rife among them, and has 
{wept away great Numbers of their Men. 

Hamburg, Feb. 20. According to the Advices 
from Warfaw, none of the Senators fummon’d by 
the Cardinal Primate are yet arriv’d there: The 
Waywod of Volhinia has paid 5000 Rixdollars for 
his Ranfom to General Steinbock, aud prefented 
feveral fine Horfes to the chief Officers of his Army. 
They write. from Dantzick, That Thorn is full of 
Saxon Troops, and that ‘tis uncertain yet whither 
the King of Poland will go from thence. And from 
Memel ’tis advis’d, That the Heer Cranenburg, the 
Envoy of Holland, is gone from Riga to the King 
of Sweden. 

From the Harlem Courant, dated Feb. 24: 

Thorn, Feb. 12. The King continues in this City, 
and defigns, before he fets out for Marienburg, to 
take a review of his Army, which is drawing toge- 
ther in the Neighbourhood of this Place ; tho’ nor 
having a fufficient Number of Infantry, a Collonel: 
and fome other Officers are gone to Saxony to fetch 
Recruits with all poilible Expedition. Moft of the 
Palatinats in their little Diets, have declar’d for the 
King ; The King has confulted his Ingeniers about 


ftrengthening the Fortifications of this City ; and 


we fhall fhortly begin to work upon them. 

From the Paris Gazette a la main, dated Feb. 16. 

Letters from Naples advife, That the Cardinal 
del Giudici Viceroy of Sicily, has, by order from 
the King of Spain, put the Governour of Meffina un- 
der Confinement, for holding Intelligence with the 
Amirante of Caftile. The Gens d’Arms thar are 
coming out of Italy, are to continue in the Franche 
Comté, in Quarters of Refrethment, till the 2oth of 
May, againft which time their Officers that are come 
hither to raife Recruits, are order’d to be ina Readi- 
nefs to take the Field. The King has likewife or- 
der’d the Officers of his Regiments of Guards,French 
and Swifs, to be ready againft the firft of March.

Bafil, Feb. 14. The French Ambaffador, Monfieur 
de Puifieux, has fent the following Letter to the

Magnificent Lords ! 
: H IS Majefty being inform’d of the Injuries 
. committed daily in your Country by the Mi- 
‘ nifters and Troops of the Emperor, againft Perfons 
* of your own Nation, whom their own private Bua 
‘ finefs, and the Freedom of Commerce, oblige to 
‘ pafs and repafs on your Borders ; has commanded 
me to fignifie to.your Lordthips on his part, That 
‘ if you your felves will take no care to check fuch 
‘ Actions, nor preferve the free Intercourfe of Let- 


. © ters, he will order all the Letters that come into 


* his Kingdom out of Switzerland to be ftop’d, and 


* all Merchants to be fearch’d, in the fame manner . 


* as the like is done by the Imperialifts, m 
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‘ As ro their putting the Sieur Schowinger to 
‘ Death, his Majeity has commanded me to fay, 
‘ Thar nothing fhould have hindred him from taking 
‘ SausfaGtion by juft Reprifals, and making

am further commiffion’d to fay, That it would 
well become the Prudence of all the Laudable Can- 
tons, to forefee and prevent the ill confequences: of 
the Ufurpations of the Imperial Minifters + - But if 
{ome of them continue to let the Emperor manage 
them as his Subjects, and treatthem with the 
fame Severity as his Predeceffors did when they 
chrew off the Yoke of the Houfe of Auftria, they 
ought not to wonder if the-King do nor confider 
them as Allies, while they diminish their own So- 
vereignty by fuch a Submitfion, and behave them- 
felves as if they were ftill dependant on his Ma- 
lefty’s Enemies. 

‘ Magnificent Lords! 1 do not take upon me to 
fay any thing bur what my Mafter has exprefly 
order’d me, the very Terms of this Letter being 
contain’d in the laft Difpatches I receiv’d from his 
Majefty. I intrear you to communicate it to the 
reft of the Laudable Cantons, and to believe that I 
fhali not be wanting on all occafions to fhew my 
Affection ro the Laudable Cantons in General, and 
to each of them in particular.

Falmouth, Feb. 13. Yefterfay the Spanith Expe- 
dition Packquet-boat, Captain Clays Commander, 
fail’d with a Mail for Lisbon. 

Plymouth, Feb. 14. This Morning a great Fleer 
bound for Portugal appear’d off of our Harbour, 
failing directly to the Weftward ; at the fame time 
Her Majefty’s Ship the Srerling-Caftle, who was 
siding here,joyn’d them. This Afternoon the Thomas 
and Jofeph, Alexander Bowdridge Mafter, for Vir- 


yinia ; the Katherine,Charles Devonith ; and the So= 


ciety, Paul Weich ; Matters, for the Maderas ; and 
feveral others bound for Guinea and Virginea, fail’d 
alfo in order to joyn that Ficct. This Evening came 
in the Crown, William Meddon Matter from Ruifia, 
with the Happy Return of London, the William and 
Sarah, with two more Ships from Portfmouth, all 
bound to the Queen’s Dock-yard. ; 

Dartmouth, Feb. 14. Since my laft, the Sterling- 
Caftle Man of War, fore-runner of the Fleet for Lis- 
ben, appear'd off of our Harbour; feveral Ships from 
hence went out to jeyn them, they make near 100 
Sail,and aré gone with a fair Wind to the Weftward. 
The Griffin Pink from Vigo, that has been here for 
fome time, fail’d hence under the faid Convoy for 
Plymouth, having a great many Men on board that 
have entred themfelves into Her Majefty’s Service. 

From on board Her Majefty’s Ship the Lynn in the 
Downes, Feb. 15. We have been Cruifing 14 days 
with the Weymouth and Litchfield on the Coaft of 
Holland,and have brought in 3 French Privateers all 
of Oftend,viz. one of 12 Guns and 78 Men taken by 
the Weymouth, one of 10 Guns and 60 Men by the 
Litchfield, and a 3d of 4 Guns and 45 Men by us.
